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"Sydney  Harbor,  or  Port  Jackson,  must  undoubtedly  be 
reckoned  the  foremost  amongst  the  attractions  of  New  South 
Wales.  Indeed,  taking  into  consideration  the  beauty  of  its 
scenery  in  conjunction  with  its  commodiousness  and  general 
adaptability  for  shipping  purposes,  it  probably  takes  first  place 
amongst  the  harbors  of  the  world.  The  great  navigator, 
Captain  Cook,  was  deceived  by  its  comparatively  narrow  en- 
trance into  imagining  that  the  inlet  was  not  worth  examining, 
and  it  was  reserved  for  Governor  Phillip  and  his  little  com- 
pany to  be  the  first  white  men  to  sail  over  its  waters.  Within 
the  heads  a  glorious  panorama  presents  itself,  the  blue  waters 


merit  Intelligence  Department,  in  an  official  book  on  New 
South  Wales,  recently  issued. 

Sydney  is  a  handsome  city  of  200,000  inhabitants,  has 
numerous  fine  buildings  that  would  be  a  credit  to  a  city  twice 
its  size  and  age,  has  well-paved  streets,  all  modern  facilities 
and  is  withal  well  ordered  and  governed.  It  also  has  one  of 
the  best  climates  in  the  world  ;  the  mean  summer  temperature 
is  71  degrees,  the  mean  winter  54  degrees — a  range  of  only  17 
degrees.  Many  persons  sleep  throughout  the  year  in  the  open 
air  for  health's  sake,  and  surf  bathing  at  the  numerous  beaches 
is  a  pastime  indulged  in  daily. 


of  the  harbor  spreading  out  into  several  lake-like  expanses, 
while  the  united  streams  of  the  Lane  Cove  and  Parramatta 
Rivers  enter  it  from  the  west.  Picturesquely  wooded  slopes 
offer  charming  landscape  effects,  while  here  and  there  curving 
stretches  of  silver  or  golden  sands  line  the  shores.  Entering 
the  harbor,  the  white  tower  of  the  Macquarie  Lighthouse  is 
a  prominent  landmark,  the  structure  being  situated  a  short 
distance  from  the  extremity  of  the  South  Head.  The  light  is 
considered  amongst  the  finest  and  most  powerful  in  the  world  ; 
its  rays  can  be  seen  at  a  distance  of  twenty-eight  miles."

Responsible  government  in  Xew  South  W  ales  dates  from 
1356,  so  that  the  country  may  be  said  to  be  52  years  old.  Few, 
if  any,  countries  can  show  the  same  progress  in  but  half  a 
century  of  endeavor.  The  llritish  parliamentary  system  of 
government  prevails,  and  the  institutions  are  modeled  on  those 
of  the  mother  country.

THE  LARGEST  EXPLOSIVE  WORKS. 

For  the  discovery  of  dynamite  and  other  cognate  powerful 
explosives,  which  have  now  become  inseparable  handmaids  of 
the  mining  and  engineering  industries,  the  world  owes  a  debt 
of  gratitude  to  the  late  Alfred  Xobel.  the  famous  Swedish 
scientist  and  chemist.  After  establishing  factories  in  Ger- 
many and  France  in  1871,  Xobel  went  to  Great  Britain,  where 
he  established  his  future  home,  and  also  founded  what  is  now 
one  of,  the  greatest  and  most  flourishing  British  industries 
and  the  largest  explosive  works  in  the  world. 

Xobel  himself  selected  the  site  for  his  proposed  factory,  and 
his  ultimate  choice  fell  upon  Ardeer  on  the  west  coast  of 
Scotland.  A  more  suitable  spot  for  the  prosecution  of  a  dan- 
gerous trade  could  scarcely  have  been  found,  as  the  natural 
configuration  of  the  country  is  a  series  of  waste  sand  dunes, 
which  lend  themselves  admirably  to  the  work  in  hand  by 
serving  as  natural  barriers  between  the  various  sections  of 
the  danger  zone.  The  factory  covers  an  area  of  over  800 
acres,  occupied  by  more  than  803  different  buildings.  The 
works  arc  entirely  self-contained,  and  thus  a  number  of  differ- 
ent subsidiary  industries  are  embraced  in  the  isolated  colony 
established  at  a  barren  spot  on  the  shores  of  the  Atlantic. 

hi  the  "danger  area"  the  severest  discipline  is  maintained. 
All  entrances  are  carefully  guarded  by  searchers,  who  rigor- 
ously examine  every  individual  that  desires  to  enter,  relieving 
him  of  any  metallic  objects  that  may  be  carried  upon  his  per- 
son, together  with  matches  and  other  suspicious  objects, 
I  which  upon  coming  into  contact  with  the  dangerous  chemi- 
cals used  in  this  zone  might  provoke  serious  trouble.  No 
[matter  how  often  an  employee  engaged  within  the  hill  may 
I  >ass  in  and  out.  every  time  he  enters  he  must  submit  to  this 
oreliminary  and  essential  operation.  There  are  also  some 
500  girls  employed,  and  these  are  under  the  charge  of  ma- 
trons. Hair  pins,  ordinary  pins,  shoe  buttons,  metal  pegs 
within  the  soles  of  the  shoes,  knitting  and  other  needles  are 
all  religiously  barred.  Their  hair  is  tied  with  braid  or  ribbon, 
and  as  with  the  male  employees,  every  time  they  enter  the 
danger  area  they  are  similarly  searched  by  the  matrons. 

Within  the  danger  area  the  various  employees  engaged 
in  the  different  departments  or  phases  of  work  are  garbed  in 
special  non-inflammable  working  suits,  varying  in  color  ac- 
cording to  their  respective  occupations. 


The  market  in  China  for  wornout  horseshoes  seems  to  be 
almost  without  limit.  Chinese  iron  dealers  buy  the  horseshoes 
and  sell  them  to  knife  and  tool  manufacturers  all  over  the 
provinces.  It  is  claimed  bv  the  Chinese  that  the  temucr  of 
this  class  of  iron  makes  it  the  best  obtainable  for  knives  and 
cutlery,  and  also  good  for  otlrer  tools.  The  reason  ascribed 
for  this  is  that  the  constant  beating  the  shoes  have  received 
under  the  feet  of  the  horses  has  given  them  a  peculiar  temper 
absolutely  unobtainable  in  any  other  way,  and  that  tools 
made  from  them  are  superior  to  all  others.

"merry  widow"  madness  rages. 

CONSIDERABLE  data  relative  to  Australia  and  New 
Zealand  will  be  found  in  our  columns  this  month — enough,  we 
think,  to  disprove  Dr.  Jordan's  charge  that  the  people  of  those 
countries  are  "lacking  in  enterprise." 


NEW  YORK  is  rapidly  becoming  as  much  of  a  British  port 
as  Liverpool  or  London.  During  1907  the  total  number  of 
vessels  arriving  at  New  York  was  4,749.  of  which  2,039  were 
British,  726  were  American  and  710  German. 


IF  the  American  fleet  visits  Australia  it  will  receive  a  hearty 
welcome.  The  Commonwealth  Government  proposes  to  devote 
half  a  million  dollars  to  the  entertainment  of  the  officers  and 
men,  and  private  hospitality  will  not  be  lacking. 

OAKLAND'S  electrical  display  in  honor  of  the  fleet  is  more 
than  creditable.  It  unquestionably  is  the  best  ever  seen  on  this 
coast,  and  is  evidence  that  the  chief  city  of  Alameda  County 
has  both  the  ability  and  the  enterprise  to  take  the  lead  in  things 
when  occasion  demands  it. 


THE  Canadian  international  boundary  treaty  was  ratified 
by  the  American  Senate  on  the  4th  inst.  It  provides  for  the 
more  complete  definition  and  demarkation  of  the  boundary 
between  the  United  States  and  Canada,  but  does  not  change 
in  any  way  the  understood  existing  line. 


THAT  was  a  fine  exposition  of  "San  Francisco  Two  Years 
After"  which  the  "Examiner"  got  out.  It  showed  that  most  of 
the  old  structures  have  been  restored  or  replaced— all  except 
the  Examiner  building.  A  blank  page  would  have  fitly  de- 
picted Mr.  Hearst's  enterprise  and  loyalty  to  San  Francisco  in 
this  particular. 


"Let  us  see,"  says  an  exchange.  "These  four  fellows  con- 
victed in  the  Pennsylvania  capitol  bribery  case  are  alleged  to 
have  grafted  to  the  amount  of  $9,000,000.  The  maximum 
penalty  is  $1,000  fine  and  two  years  in  prison  for  each.  Nine 
millions  divided  among  four  gives  two  and  a  quarter  millions. 
That's  pretty  good  wages,  even  if  they  all  serve  full  time  in 
the  penitentiary." 


WINSTON  CHURCHILL'S  defeat  at  the  parliamentarv 
by-election  in  Manchester  indicates  that  the  Liberal  policy  has 
lost  in  popularity,  and  that  at  the  next  general  election  the 
Conservatives  will  be  returned  to  power.  Churchill  made  a 
sensational  campaign  on  the  American  plan,  but  it  was  of  no 
avail.  The  district  is  friendly,  for  one  thing,  to  Mr.  Chamber- 
lain's preferential  policy,  which  Churchill  opposed. 


RUSSIA  has  placed  orders  with  a  Clyde  ship  building  firm 
for  five  warships  of  the  Dreadnought  class;  Brazil  is  having 
two  built  by  the  Armstrongs,  and  Spain  is  making  final  ar- 
rangements in  Great  Britain  for  a  new  navy  to  cost  £16,- 
000,000. 

Great  Britain  sets  the  fashion  in  warships,  and  while  the 
constant  changes  in  style  prove  costly  to  the  British  taxpayer, 
the  new  orders  which  pour  in  from  foreign  governments  in 
consequence  more  than  repay  the  country  for  its  outlay. 


FATHER  YORKE  has  been  telling  the  people  of  Port- 
land, Oregon,  that  they  are  laboring  under  a  misconception  of 
conditions  in  San  Francisco,  and  this  has  moved  the  "Evening 
Telegram"  of  that  city  to  say:  "Just  what  particular  comfort 
Father  Yorke  finds  in  this  bit  of  special  pleading  for  the  San 
Francisco  grafters  we  cannot  say." 

We  don't  suppose  Father  Yorke  is  looking  for  comfort  in 
this  connection.  It  is  more  likely  he  recognizes  that  it  is  a 
case  where  he  and  his  friends  must  "stand  together  or  hang 
together." 


SIX  HUNDRED  Fenians  of  Portland.  Oregon,  recently 
met  and  made  protest  in  the  usual  violent  fashion  against  the 
adoption  of  an  arbitration  treaty  between  the  United  States 
and  Great  Britain.    Little  good  it  did  ! 

It  is  the  trouble-making  propensities  of  these  Fenian- Amer- 
icans that  have  caused  the  better  class  of  Americans  to  look 
upon  an  arbitration  treaty  with  Great  Britain  as  something 
eminently  desirable. 

The  Fenians  themselves  have  brought  to  pass  the  very  thing 
they  so  frantically  strove  to  prevent. 


WE  are  pleased  to  learn  that  a  society  has  been  formed  to 
oppose  race  track  gambling.  "The  California  Anti-Race  Track- 
League"  is  a  State  organization,  with  headquarters  at  2117 
Addison  street,  Berkeley.  Prominent  men  of  the  community 
are  at  its  head,  and  they  have  undertaken  to  wage  vigorous 
war  on  the  evil.  May  3d  was  "Race  Track  Sunday,"  and  at 
dozens  of  churches  a  mighty  protest  was  made  against  the 
present  laws  which  foster  the  vice. 

This  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction,  but  some  way  must  be 
found  to  stop  the  newspapers  from  popularizing  the  "sport  :" 
also  men  pledged  to  vote  for  anti-gambling  legislation  must  be 
sent  to  Sacramento.  It  is  not  going  to  be  an  easy  fight,  but  ;t 
is  one  which  will  be  won  if  those  who  have  engaged  in  it  stick 
to  their  aim.   The  justness  of  the  cause  guarantees  that. 


THE  BRITISH-CALIFOKNIAN. 


THE  American  fleet  on  its  entry  into  San  Francisco  harbor 
on  the  6th  inst.  made  a  magnificent  spectacle,  one  which 
aroused  admiration  in  every  beholder  and  stirred  the  patriotic 
American  heart  to  its  depths.  Viewed  from  the  eminences 
the  sight  was  particularly  impressive,  for  in  addition  to  the 
warships  the  great  bay  was  crowded  with  gaily  decorated 
craft  of  various  kinds:  the  wharves  and  the  islands  were 
thronged  with  cheering  and  flag-waving  human  beings:  the 
guns  of  the  forts  roared  their  welcome  and  the  guns  of  the 
ships  thundered  back  greetings.  All  was  noise,  animation  and 
excitement,  and  the  old,  peaceful  harbor  of  San  Francisco  was 
hardly  recognizable. 

For  several  days  now  the  city  has  been  busy  entertaining 
its  visitors  of  the  fleet  and  its  sight-seeing  guests  from  the 
interior.  They  have  had  a  royal  time  so  far,  and  vote  San 
Francisco  a  "great  place" — and  the  end  is  not  yet. 

And  San  Francisco  is  losing  nothing  by  having  these 
strangers  within  her  gates.  New  money  is  being  put  into  cir- 
culation, the  city  is  receiving  valuable  advertising  from  one 
end  of  the  country  to  the  other,  business  is  getting  a  needed 
stimulus,  and' a  revival  of  good  times  is  expected,  and  is  likely 
to  follow. 

San  Diego,  Los  Angeles.  Santa  Cruz  and  Oakland  have  not 
been  behind  San  Francisco  in  their  welcome  to  the  fleet.  Each 
of  these  cities  has  done  splendidly,  spending  thousands  of 
dollars  in  decorations  and  entertaining  the  officers  and  men 
of  the  ships  in  the  most  generous  manner.  The  near-by  in- 
terior towns,  too,  are  doing  their  part,  and  each  effort  is  appre- 
ciated, for  San  Jose.  Alameda.  Berkeley,  Santa  Rosa,  San 
Mateo,  San  Rafael  and  other  places  have  sights  and  attractions 
to  offer  which  the  seaports  have  not,  and  after  all  it  is  likely 
that  the  sailors  will  find  their  most  welcome  change  and  di- 
version in  the  country.  When  they  finally  leave  our  shores 
it  is  safe  to  say  it  will  be  with  regret,  and  that  they  will  carry 
with  them  happy  remembrances  of  their  memorable  visit,  and 
will  ever  after  have  a  good  word  to  say  for  fair  and  hospitable 
California. 


SINCE  our  last  appearance  important  political  changes  have 
taken  place  in  Great  Britain.  The  death  of  Prime  Minister 
Sir  Henry  Campbell-Bannerman  was  heralded  to  the  world 
on  April  22d.  and  the  news  received  with  sincere  regret  by  all 
Britons — even  by  those  who  differed  from  him.  A  few  days 
later  the  official  announcement  of  the  appointment  of  Mr. 
Herbert  Asquith  to  the  Premiership  was  made.  The  new 
Cabinet  appointments  are  pleasing  to  the  Liberals  and  are 
approved  by  the  country  generally.  They  are  as  follows: 
Herbert  Asquith,  Premier  and  First  Lord  of  the  Treasury: 
David  Lloyd-George.  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer;  Lord 
Tweedmouth,  President  of  the  Council:  Earl  of  Crewe.  Secre- 
tary of  State  for  the  Colonies:  Reginald  McKenna.  First  Lord 
of  the  Admiralty  :  .Winston  Spencer  Churchill.  President  of 
the  Board  of  Trade;  Walter  Runciman,  President  of  the  Board 
of  Education.  John  Morley,  Secretary  of  State  for  India,  arid 
Sir  Henry  Fowler,  Chancellor  of  the  Duchy  of  Lancaster,  have 
been  made  peers,  but  retain  their  present  offices.  Colonel  J.  F. 
Seeley  has  been  appointed  Under-Secretary  for  the  Colonies: 
Lord  Lucas,  Parliamentary  Secretary  of  the  War  Office:  F. 
D„  Acland,  Financial  Secretary  of  the  War  ( >ffice,  and  Thomas 
R.  Buchanan,  Parliamentary  Secretary  of  the  India  Office. 


SOME  three  years  ago  we  made  reference  in  these  columns 
to  certain  claims  of  British  subjects  resident  in  Hawaii.  These 
men  demand  indemnity  for  imprisonment,  confiscation  of  prop- 
erty and  other  wrongs  suffered  during;  the  Hawaiian  revolution 
of  1895.  Their  claims,  which  have  been  pronounced  by  lead- 
ing citizens  of  the  Hawaiian  Islands  as  perfectly  just,  have 
been  in  the  hands  of  the  American  and  British  governments 
for  12  years,  but  no  action  has  been  taken  in  the  matter.  The 
claimants  now  learn  that  their  cases  will  probably  be  taken  up 
by  Great  Britain  and  the  United  States  in  connection  with  the 
Canadian,  Newfoundland  and  other  questions  at  issue  be- 
tween the  two  governments — which  means  another  long  wait 
at  the  best. 

Really,  it  does  seem  that  a  small  matter  like  this  should  be 
disposed  of  right  away.  Either  the  claimants  are,  or  are  not. 
entitled  to  damages.  That  should  be  determined  by  an  inquiry 
whilst  the  evidence  of  witnesses  is  available.  As  the  "Hawaiian 
Star"  of  April  22  says :  "There  is  really  no  matter  of  diplomacy 
involved  in  the  question  of  whether  these  claimants  are  not 


entitled  to  damages.  It  is  a  gross  injustice  to  allow  such  a 
matter  to  drag  over  twelve  years  undecided,  just  because  a  lot 
of  Ouixotic  international  courtesies  and  circumlocutions  pre- 
vent efforts  to  hasten  a  hearing." 

Several  of  the  claimants  have  passed  away  since  their  de- 
mands were  filed  ;  some  of  the  surviving  ones  who  fear  the 
same  fate  ask  us  to  do  something,  if  possible,  to  hurry  things 
along.  '  1  '  *  *  | 

We  wish  we  could,  for  we  know  them  to  be  good  and  de- 
serving men,  and  we  feel  that  they  are,  at  least,  entitled  to  a 
decision.  All  that  we  can  do  is  to  again  give  publicity  to  the 
matter  and  to  hope  that  in  some  indirect  way  this  will  have 
effect. 


THE  North  Sea  treaty,  signed  April  24,  has  been  made  pub- 
lic.  It  takes  the  form  of  a  joint  declaration,  as  follows: 

"The  governments  of  Germany,  Denmark.  France,  Great 
Britain  and  the  Netherlands  and  Sweden,  influenced  by  the 
wish  to  strengthen  the  bonds  of  neighborly  friendship  be- 
tween their  states  and  the  territory  contributory  toward  uni- 
versal peace,  concur  in  the  policy  of  the  lands  bordering  on  the 
north  aiming  at  preserving  the  existing  territorial  status  quo. 
They  declare,  therefore,  that  they  are  firmly  resolved  to  main- 
tain and  mutually  respect  the  existing  territorial  rights  of  their 
states  in  these  regions. 

"If  any  circumstances  whatever  should  arise  which,  in  the 
opinion  of  one  of  the  above-mentioned  governments,  should 
threaten  the  existing  territorial  status  quo,  the  signatories  of 
this  declaration  will  confer  with  each  other  in  order  to  arrive 
at  an  understanding  through  an  agreement  among  themselves 
upon  such  measures  as  they  may  regard  useful  in  the  interest 
of  preserving  the  present  status  quo  of  their  possessions.  The 
present  declaration  will  be  ratified  as  soon  as  possible,  and  the 
ratifications  will  be  handed  in  Berlin  as  soon  as  possible,  but 
not  later  than  December  31st." 


A  LIVELY  controversy  is  in  progress  at  Eureka  over  the 
question  of  whether  or  not  certain  periodicals  shall  be  ex- 
cluded from  the  public  librarv  of  that  town.  It  seems  that 
Father  Ellis  and  "three  Catholic  societies"  object  to  two  East- 
ern publications  (which  they  allege  are  hostile  to  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church)  being  given  a  place  on  the  librarv  tables. 
Those  citizens  who  take  the  other  view  say  that  there  is 
nothing  in  the  publications  to  offend  any  fair-minded  man  of 
any  faith;  that  they  "represent  the  profound  convictions  and 
have  the  sympathy  and  support  of  Protestant  Christianity." 
Rev.  Edward  P.  Shier,  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
writes  to  the  "Humboldt  Times"  on  the  matter,  in  part  as 
follows : 

"In  the  first  place,  these  publications  are  not  chosen  and 
paid  for  by  the  librarv  trustees,  but  like  sundry  other  period- 
icals, are  donated  by  persons  who  believe  that  they  contain 
valuable  information  for  our  citizens,  and  to  refuse  them  a 
place  in  the  public  library  could  also  be  construed  as  'an  in- 
sult' to  those  who  are  interested  in  placing  them  there. 

"Again,  let  it  he  observed  that  to  throw  these  publications 
out  of  the  library  at  the  request  of  our  Catholic  citizens, 
would  create  a  far-reaching  precedent.  <  >n  the  same  grounds, 
the  believers  in  Christian  Science  coidd  object  to  McClure's 
Magazine,  and  employers  and  capitalists  could  object  to  the 
Union  Labor  or  Socialist  papers,  and  the  saloon  keepers  of 
Eureka  could  demand  that  the  I  nion  Signal  and  the  Pacific 
Issue  or  the  Prohibitionist  should  be  excluded  from  the  files 
of  the  library.  *  *  *  By  the  same  rule,  we  might  conclude 
that  the  next  step  would  be  a  demand  for  the  exclusion  or  ex- 
purgation of  many  standard  histories  and  encyclopedias." 

Rev.  Shier  is  right.  Anything  that  the  law  allows  to  be  pub- 
lished and  circulated  through  the  mails  is  eligible  for  a  place 
in  the  Eureka  or  any  other  public  library  in  this  free  country. 
Let  the  objectors  go  back  to  their  native  bogs  and  practice 
their  petty  tyranny,  seeing  that  they  cannot  be  in  harmony 
with  surroundings  of  enlightenment  and  liberty. 

Father  Ellis,  if  we  remember  rightly,  is  the  bigoted  igno- 
ramus who  some  years  ago  we  "called  dow  n"  for  stuffing  a  St. 
Patrick's  Day  audience  with  gross  untruths  about  Ireland  and 
British  rule/  He  at  that  time  said  British  oppression  had 
silenced  Irish  factories,  that  Irish  ports  knew  no  commerce, 
etc.,  etc.,  and  we  informed  him  that  Belfast  not  only  had 
numerous  big  manufactories,  but  also  turned  out  in  its  ship 
yards  some  of  the  world's  largest  vessels. 


THE  BRITISH-CALIFORNIAN. 


It  is  a  wonder  he  doesn't  object  to  the  British  Californian 
being  in  the  Eureka  library!  Some  person  or  persons  of  his 
kidney  at  the  neighboring  town  of  Areata  evidently  object  to 
this  paper  being  placed  before  the  reading  public,  for  recently 
we  received  a  postoffice  notice  that  copies  of  our  paper  ad- 
dressed to  the  Areata  library  had  been  "refused."  Nobody 
had  a  right  to  refuse  this  paper,  for  the  subscription  is  paid 
by  a  British  society  of  Humboldt  County,  and  for  the  benefit 
of  the  British-born  patrons  of  the  Areata  public  library.  W  e 
are  investigating  this  "refusal,"  and  expect  to  find  that  some 
prejudiced  and  presumptions  petty  employe  of  this  "public" 
institution  took  it  upon  himself  or  herself  to  thus  dictate  to 
the  citizens  of  Areata  what  literature  they  shall  read  and  what 
they  shall  not.  And  having  found  the  guilty  person,  we  shall 
respectfully  demand  that  he  or  she,  and  not  the  British  Cali- 
fornian, be  thrown  out  of  the  Areata  library. 


COMMENTING  on  San  Francisco's  wonderful  recovery, 
the  New  York  "Press"  says : 

"This  is  a  record  of  quick  and  complete  conquest  over  terri- 
fying adversity  which,  we  believe,  could  not  be  matched  any- 
where in  the  world.  A  performance  like  San  Francisco's  gives 
us  the  right  to  claim  something  more  for  American  character 
than  the  foreign  observer  is  commonly  willing  to  credit  to  it." 

The  praise  in  the  above  is  all  right,  but  it  is  not  fairly  dis- 
tributed. About  eighty  per  cent  of  the  new  building  and 
general  rehabilitation  in  San  Francisco  has  been  done  by,  for 
and  at  the  expense  of  Europeans.  Hearst  is  a  native-born 
American,  wealthy,  and  a  big  money-maker  in  the  town,  and 
his  holding  is  as  barren  of  improvements  as  it  was  the  day  after 
the  fire.  Nob  Hill  tells  the  story  of  many  like  him.  So  it  would 
be  more  correct  for  the  New  York  "Press"  to  say:  "A  per- 
formance like  San  Francisco's  gives  the  right  to  claim  some- 
thing more  for  European  character  than  the  American  ob- 
server is  commonly  willing  to  credit  to  it." 


THE  American  fleet  during  the  course  of  its  long  voyage  has 
found  British  coaling  stations  extremely  convenient,  and  on 
its  return  via  Asia  these  handy  depots  will  even  more  be  appre- 
ciated. Without  them  the  voyage  would  scarcely  be  possible. 
All  of  which  will  no  doubt  convince  the  American  naval  offi- 
cers, at  least,  that  Great  Britain  would  be  a  mighty  useful 
partner  in  time  of  trouble. 


REMARKABLE  RISE  OF  LLOYD-GEORGE. 

The  appointment  of  David  Lloyd-George  as  Chancellor  of 
the  Exchequer,  in  Premier  Asquith's  new  cabinet,  comes  as 
a  peculiar  inspiration  to  the  poor  youngster  of  Great  Britain. 

Although  born  in  Manchester  in  1863,  Lloyd-George  is  of 
Welsh  parentage,  with  the  Welshman's  characteristic  quick- 
ness at  learning  and  an  inherited  desire  for  knowledge,  his 
father  having  been  master  of  the  Hope  Street  Unitarian 
Schools,  Liverpool.  Even  as  a  child  this  thirst  for  learning 
was  marked. 

The  eldest  of  half  a  dozen  children,  the  burden  of  the  support 
of  the  stricken  household  early  fell  upon  him.  The  mother 
was  without  means  and  the  treat  to  which  the  children  looked 
forward  to  weekly  was  a  half  an  egg  on  Sundays.  Lloyd- 
George's  first  employment  was  as  an  apprentice  in  the  shop 
of  his  uncle,  a  cobbler.  He  was  an  insistent  reader,  and  ab- 
sorbed a  vast  amount  of  promiscuous  knowledge.  His  educa- 
tion was  directed  largely  by  his  mother,  a  woman  of  extensive 
learning  and  accomplishments.  Later  he  attended  the 
Llanystymdwy  Church  School. 

He  early  evinced  an  interest  in  politics  and  in  1890  was 
elected  to  the  House  of  Commons  from  Carnarvon.  Prior  to 
this  time  he  had  established  himself  as  a  solicitor  and  had 
gained  quite  a  local  reputation.  His  career  in  Parliament  was 
marked  by  his  aggressiveness  in  the  cause  of  Liberalism  and 
the  common  people. 

He  became  a  cabinet  minister  in  1905,  when  the  Liberals 
came  into  power,  and  became  president  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
in  the  Campbell-Bannerman  cabinet.  His  promotion  to  the 
position  of  second  minister  in  rank  is  one  of  the  most  remark- 
able political  advances  made  by  any  British  statesman  in  vears. 
As  such  he  becomes  the  deputy  leader  of  the  House  of  Com- 
mons and  the  prospective  heir  to  the  premiershio,  should  any 
unforeseen  accident  leave  that  office  vacant.  His  career  is  a 
real  life  romance.  It  has  been  a  constant  fight  against  opposi- 
tion, and  a  hand  climb  up  the  ladder  from  its  lowest  round. 


CRIMINAL  FOREST  WASTE. 

One  of  the  subjects  uppermost  in  the  minds  of  thoughtful 
people  is  the  growing  scarcity-  of  merchantable  standing  tim- 
ber, not  only  for  the  purpose  of  lumber,  but  for  the  uses  of 
pulp  and  many  other  things  as  well.  In  fact,  it  is  a  subject 
now  being  talked  of  so  much  as  to  have  become  commonplace. 
Although  we  have  heard  so  much  about  the  great  and  un- 
touched forests  of  Canada,  yet,  in  my  travels  from  almost  one 
end  to  the  other  of  that  vast  country  I  have  feared,  and  do  fear, 
that  Canada  is  not  blessed  with  anything  like  the  valuable 
forest  domain  she  is  credited  with.  Particularly  is  this  true 
of  timber  for  the  stocking  of  saw  mills.  It  is  not  long  since 
I  read  that  the  Canadian  supply  of  valuable  forest  land  was 
800,000,000  acres.  It  is  now  stated  to  be  535,000,000.  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt  believes  that  unless  some  concerted  action  is 
taken  to  prevent  denudation  of  forest  lands,  the  timber  supply 
of  the  United  States  will  be  exhausted  in  a  very  few  years. 
And  the  disappearance  of  our  forests,  as  we  all  know,  means 
a  calamity  which  will  extend  beyond  the  mere  want  of  sawn 
lumber.  Our  Forestry  Bureau  is  engaged  in  distributing  cir- 
culars by  the  millions  containing  information  of  how  forests 
are  being  preserved  in  other  countries,  but  one  may  fear  the 
effort  will  largely  be  wasted.  Timber  cut  and  converted  into 
lumber  is  invariably  made  good  use  of,  but  the  same  can  not 
be  said  of  the  hundreds  of  thousands  of  acres  of  the  handsome 
forests  of  spruce  which  are  cut  off  annually  and  converted  into 
paper  for  the  publication  of  yellow  journals,  whose  number 
includes  many  more  than  most  people  are  aware  of.  Having 
traveled  over  immense  stretches  of  country  once  timbered,  now 
desolated  through  the  pulp  industry,  and  realizing  the  extent 
to  which  our  most  infamous  journals  are  responsible  for  this 
destruction,  I  cannot  but  think  that,  apart  from  warfare,  this 
wanton  slaughter,  for  a  purpose  so  vile,  is  more  damnable  than 
anything  else  human  beings  have  ever  been  engaged  in,  and 
how  tremendously  it  would  mitigate  the  crime  connected  with 
the  publication  of  all  debased  journals  were  they  printed  on 
paper  made  of  noxious,  weeds,  whose  destruction  would  be 
helpful  to  man.  The  world,  in  some  things,  has  gone  rampant 
— particularly  in  journalism,  and  a  power  in  sufficient  author- 
ity to  limit  publications  to  our  needs,  and  to  suppress  the  viler 
kinds,  would  certainly  bring  about  a  manifold  blessing.  Per- 
haps the  pulpit  could  make  its  influence  felt  in  this  direction. 
The  suppression  of  the  Sunday  paper  would  not  only  be  help- 
ful in  working  out  an  economy  in  the  use  of  nature's  products 
but  would  leave  that  great  day  open  for  the  acquisition  of  in- 
formation from  better  sources.  That  portion  of  the  press  com- 
plained of  is  of  the  nature  of  a  cancer,  which  is  eating  and  sap- 
ping our  intellectual  vitals,  whose  poisonous  fangs  are  reaching 
to  the  utmost  limits  of  civilized  life,  and  whose  demoralizing 
influence  has  become  a  threatening  menace  to  the  life  and  well- 
being  of  all  better  class  journalism.      ALFRED  TRUMAN

British  News  in  Brief 


Lord  Curzon  will  visit  the  United  States  this  summer. 

It  is  proposed  to  erect  a  statue  of  Robert  Burns  at  Montrose. 

There  was  a  credit  balance  of  £184,323  on  the  Liverpool 
Corporation  tramways  last  year. 

The  Bank  of  Nova  Scotia  will  build  a  $250,000  fireproof 
building  at  Winnipeg.   It  will  be  one  of  the  finest  in  that  city. 

The  new  Union  Station  at  Winnipeg,  which  is  to  be  built  by 
the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  and  Canadian  Northern,  is  to  cost 
$1,000,000. 

So  great  was  the  quantity  of  fish  landed  at  Grimsby  by  a 
fleet  of  fifty  steamers  one  day  last  month  that  choice  fresh 
fish  could  be  bought  at  14  pounds  for  3d. 

The  Dominion  Government  has  decided  at  an  early  date 
to  set  aside  the  whole  vast  area  of  the  eastern  slope  of  the 
Rocky  Mountains  for  all  time  as  a  forest  reserve. 

Lord  Rayleigh  (John  William  Strutt)  has  been  elected 
Lord  Chancellor  of  Cambridge  University  in  succession  to  the 
late  Duke  of  I  tevi  mshire. 

The  revenue  of  South  Australia  for  the  past  nine  months 
of  the  financial  year  shows  an  increase  of  £470,000  over  that 
of  the  corresponding  period  of  the  previous  year. 

The  Indian  Government,  as  the  result  of  the  third  and  final 
payment  of  the  Tibetan  indemnity  of  £166,666  having  been 
made,  has  ordered  the  evacuation  of  the  Chumbi  Valley. 

Sir  Adolphe  Caron,  former  Minister  of  Militia  and  Defense, 
and  later  Postmaster  (ieneral  of  the  Dominion,  passed  away 
recently  at  Montreal. 

Emmanuel  Swedenborg's  body,  after  long  negotiation  be- 
tween the  Swedish  and  the  British  Government,  is  to  be  re- 
moved from  the  vault  of  the  Swedish  Church  at  Ratcliffe  High- 
way, London,  to  be  reinterred  in  Sweden. 

It  is  figured  that  about  70,000,000 .feet  of  logs  will  be  rafted 
by  the  St.  John  River  Log  Driving  Company  this  season, 
about  65.000,000  from  above  Grand  Falls  and  about  6.000.000 
from  the  Tobique. 

The  gold  mines  of  the  Transvaal  produced  in  1907  £27.350,- 
000  worth  of  gold,  which,  with  the  exception  of  £1.000.000. 
was  obtained  along  the  reef  upon  which  is  situated  the  city  of 
Johannesburg. 

The  objects  of  the  Scottish  Education  Bill  are  to  provide  a 
fund  for  secondary  education:  to  give  greater  security  of 
tenure  to  the  teacher ;  to  secure  better  treatment  for  neglected 
children,  and  to  abolish  cumulative  voting. 

London  at  the  present  time  is  animated  as  seldom  before, 
the  city  being  crowded  with  visitors  to  the  Franco-British 
Exposition  and  other  attractions.  Fresh  arrivals  number  thou  - 
sands daily. 

The  Navy  Department  at  Washington  intends  to  accept  the 
invitation  of  Canada  to  send  a  warship  to  Quebec  for  the  ter- 
centenary celebrations.  Sir  H.  de  Villiers.  Chief  Justice  of 
Cape  Colony,  will  represent  South  Africa  at  the  celebrations. 

Sir  T.  Lipton's  fourth  Shamrock  has  been  completely 
planked  and  calked  at  Fairlie.  Attention  is  now  being  be- 
stowed on  the  internal  fittings,  features  of  which  are  elaborate 
and  stylish  carving  in  the  cabins  and  light  doors  of  hollow 
build.  ' 

Warned  by  the  recent  school  fire  near  Cleveland,  the  London 
County  Council  has  ordered  that  the  doors  to  all  London 
schools  be  made  to  open  outwardly  and  that  the  walls  sur- 
rounding the  buildings  be  provided  with  gates  wide  enough  to 
admit  fire  engines. 

The  Dominion  Government  has  granted  $300,000  towards 
Lord  Grey's  scheme  for  the  nationalization  of  the  Quebec 
battlefields.  The  Provincial  Government  of  Quebec  will  con- 
tribute another  hundred  thousand  dollars.  The  rest  of  the 
million  required  will  be  raised  by  public  subscription. 

Mr.  W.  S.  Simpson,  a  Scotsman,  is  said  to  be  the  inventor 
of  a  weapon  which  can  impart  a  velocity  of  30,000  feet  a 
second  to  projectiles  of  all  dimensions.  It  is  worked  by  elec- 
tricity, can  be  used  on  sea  as  well  as  on  land,  and  could  bom- 
bard Paris  from  London,  or  London  from  Paris. 
.  The  negotiations  for  a  treaty  with  Tibet  have  been  concluded 
at  Calcutta.  The  Tibetan  representatives  are  taking  back  with 
them  machinery  for  printing  and  weaving,  and  other  imple- 
ments with  which  they  hope  to  start  industries  in  their  own 
country. 

Inner  court  circles  declare  that  the  King's  appointment  of 
the  Earl  of  Dudley  as  Governor  General  of  Australia  is  the 


torerunner  of  a  royal  visit  to  the  antipodes.  The  King  has 
long  wanted  to  pay  a  visit  So  his  most  distant  colonv,  and  Sir 
I-redenck  Treves  has  told  him  it  would  do  him  an  incalculable 
amount  of  good. 

Consul  James  H.  Worman  of  Three  Rivers  reports  that  the 
Grand  Trunk  Railway  of  Canada  has  placed  orders  for  ninety 
new  locomotives,  involving  an  expenditure  of  nearly  $2,000,000, 
of  which  about  one-fifth  will  go  to  the  United  States.  The 
locomotives  will  be  built  in  time  for  the  movement  of  next 
season's  wheat  crop. 

A  telegram  was  recently  sent  from  the  Royal  Observatory, 
Greenwich,  England,  to  the  Central  Astronomical  Bureau  at 
Kiel,  to  announce  the  discovery  of  a  moving  object  near 
Jupiter.  The  discovery  was  made  by  P.  Melotte,  a  member 
of  the  Greenwich  staff,  on  a  photograph  of  the  heavens  in  the 
neighborhood  of  the  planet  Jupiter. 

The  picturesque  and  ancient  city  of  Quebec  will  celebrate 
the  three  hundredth  anniversary  of  its  founding  by  an  import- 
ant celebration  in  August  of 'this  year,  which  will  include 
historical  tableaux,  fetes  and  the  usual  features  of  such  occa- 
sions. The  beauty  of  the  location  of  the  city,  and  its  many 
attractions,  give  it  many  advantages  as  the  scene  of  such  a 
celebration.   The  Prince  of  Wales  will  attend. 

A  resolution  calling  on  the  Dominion  Government  to  acquire 
all  the  railroad  lines  in  Nova  Scotia  and  add  them  to  the  inter- 
colonial system  as  branches  has  been  unanimously  passed  by 
the  Nova  Scotia  legislature.  The  resolution  makes  suggestions 
as  to  the  manner  of  acquiring  the  lines,  and  the  purchase  of 
the  roads  will  be  on  a  basis  of  their  original  cost  and  present 
earning  capacity. 

Representatives  of  the  Chinese  throne  and  members  of  the 
horeign  Office  and  the  diplomatic  corps  gave  an  ovation  to 
Sir  Robert  Hart,  the  Director  General  of  Chinese  Customs, 
on  his  departure  for  England.  Sir  Robert  has  been  granted  a 
year's  sick  leave,  and  during  his  absence  the  affairs  of  his  de- 
partment will  be  conducted  by  Sir  Robert  Bredon,  the  Vice 
Inspector  General  of  customs.  Sir  Robert  Hart  has  been  fifty- 
four  years  in  the  service  of  the  Chinese  Government. 

Two  new  White  Star  liners,  which  will  be  the  largest  ves- 
sels yet  projected,  will  be  laid  down  in  Belfast  next  June.  The 
exact  measurements  of  the  steamers  have  not  been  given  out, 
but  they  will  be  over  840  feet  in  length.  78  feet  in  breadth, 
with  a  gross  tonnage  of  45,000  or  50,000.  The  ships  are  to 
be  fitted  with  combination  turbines  and  reciprocating  engines 
guaranteed  to  maintain  a  speed  of  twenty-one  knots.  The 
names  of  the  vessels  are  to  be  the  Olympic  and  Titanic. 

A  dispatch  from  Port  Arthur  (Ontario)  on  the  2d  inst.  says : 
"Never  in  the  history  of  this  port  has  been  witnessed  such  a 
rush  of  grain  as  there  has  been  for  the  past  two  days.  At  the 
head  of  the  Canadian  lakes  to-day  is  a  fleet  of  forty-three 
boats,  with  a  carrying  capacity  of  four  and  a  half  million 
bushels.  By  the  close  of  business  to-day  over  6.000.000  bushels 
of  wheat  will  have  been  shipped  from  here.  The  elevators  are 
lined  with  vessels  waiting  their  turn." 

The  Canadian  Parliament  is  considering  a  bill  providing  for 
the  construction  of  a  railroad  to  Fort  Churchill,  on  Hudson's 
Bay.  The  proposal  is  to  provide  money  from  the  sale  of 
3.000,000  acres  of  Dominion  crown  lands  in  the  West,  hitherto 
set  apart  as  railway  reservation  lands'.  It  is  estimated  that  the 
proceeds  from  these  lands,  reserved  by  the  crown,  would  in  a 
few  years  realize  $30,000,000,  or  sufficient  to  pay  the  cost  of 
construction  to  Hudson's  Bay  and  improvements  to  the  harbor. 

The  Transvaal  Government,  in  co-operation  with  the  Trans- 
vaal Chamber  of  Mines,  has  arranged  for  a  practical  trial  of 
small  rock  drills  suitable  for  narrow  stoping  work  under  the 
working  conditions  obtaining  on  the  Witwatersrand.  All  types 
of  rock  drills  are  eligible  to  compete.  Drills  using  compressed 
air  will  be  supplied  with  a  pressure  varying  from  60  to  75 
pounds  per  square  inch  at  the  working  face.  The  mining  regu- 
lations require  the  provision  of  dust-allaying  appliances,  and 
competitors  must  make  provision  accordingly.  Two  prizes  of 
£4,000  and  £1,000  respectively  are  offered. 

The  British  Government  is  building  a  number  of  immense 
oil  tanks  at  various  ports  around  the  British  Isles  for  the  use 
of  her  warships  now  using  oil  for  fuel.  The  tanks  will  be 
surrounded  by  mounds  to  protect  them  against  gun  fire  from 
the  sea.  As  a  result  of  their  experiments,  which  have  been 
attended  with  complete  success,  the  British  Admiralty  have 
decided  to  utilize  liquid  fuel  upon  an  extensive  scale  in  the 
future.    All  new  ocean  type  of  torpedo-boat  destroyers  are

designed  to  burn  liquid  fuel  exclusively,  while  similarly  all 
the  larger  warships  are  to  use  oil  for  supplementary  purposes 
more  extensively  than  they  have  hitherto  done. 

As  an  automatic  fire  extinguisher  the  English  water  dis- 
tributer is  installed  in  the  center  of  the  ceiling  or  roof,  and 
will  cover  areas  up  to  5,000  square  feet.  It  is  small  and  com- 
pact, standing  only  nine  inches  high,  and  distributes  an  even 
quantity  of  water.  It  may  be  readily  adjusted  to  cover  any 
given  area  within  the  range  of  the  machine.  It  is  also  utilized 
for  distributing  disinfectants,  for  cooling  purposes  and  for  an 
ornamental  fountain  for  watering  lawns  and  spraying  flowers. 
The  water,  in  passing  through  the  machine,  actuates  a  small 
turbine  from  which  the  power  is  taken  to  regulate  the  delivery 
nozzle. 

Among  the  latest  improvements  adopted  at  the  wharfs  at 
Liverpool  are  a  group  of  six  thirty-hundred  weight  electric 
transporter  roof  cranes,  especially  designed  for  the  rapid 
handling  of  general  cargo,  and  constructed  for  running  along 
the  roof  of  the  shed,  having  special  carriages  arranged  re- 
spectively at  the  foot  of  the  mast  and  underneath  the  rear  end 
of  the  tail  girder.  In  unloading  a  vessel  the  arrangement  is 
such  that,  when  the  load  has  been  raised  to  the  requisite 
height,  a  motion  of  a  lever  will  cause  it  to  rack  inward  without 
the  necessity  of  stopping  the  motor  first,  and  when  a  load  is 
being  racked  outward,  it  can  be  lowered  by  a  motion  of  the 
lever  directly  the  requisite  distance  out  is  attained. 

A  mixed  force  of  British  and  Indian  troops  is  engaged  in  a 
punitive  expedition  against  the  fanatical  tribes  who  have  been 
raiding  and  looting  villages  on  the  Peshawaur  border.  The 
prime  movers  in  the  present  rising  are  Mohmads,  a  Pathna 
tribe  occupying  the  hills  between  Peshawaur  and  Kohat.  The 
Mullahs  organized  the  Mohmads  with  the  view  of  assisting 
their  fellow  tribesmen,  the  Zakkakhils,  in  their  fighting  last 
February  against  the  British,  but  the  Mohmads  were  too  late, 
arriving  on  the  scene  after  the  Zakkakhils  had  been  put  down.' 
Disappointed  in  their  hope  of  fighting,  the  Mohmads  started 
to  ravage  the  country.  Villages  were  looted,  the  people 
thrown  into  a  state  of  panic,  and  the  sniping  of  British  outposts 
was  inaugurated.  Severe  fighting  has  already  taken  place,  the 
Britons  being  victorious. 

The  second  annual  report  of  the  W  oman's  Social  and  Po- 
litical Union  in  England  (popularly  known  as  the  Suffrag- 
ettes) is  just  published.  It  shows  that  during  the  year  ending 
February,  1908,  the  society  expended  £6,500,  as  compared 
with  £2,500  the  year  before;  that  its  sales  of  literature  have 
risen  from  £60  in  1906  to  £600  in  1907;  its  office  space  has 
been  doubled,  the  staff  trebled  and  the  number  of  subscribers 
almost  quadrupled.  It  has  held  more  than  5,000  meetings  all 
over  England,  of  which  400  were  attended  by  upwards  of 
1.000  people  each.  It  has  taken  an  active  part  in  defeating 
thirteen  local  elections;  130  women  have  spent  an  aggregate 
of  370  weeks  in  prison  for  their  activity  in  behalf  of  the  ballot, 
and  the  number  of  women  willing  to  go  to  jail  for  the  cause 
is  constantly  growing.  And  the  Woman's  Social  and  Po- 
litical Union  is  only  one  of  a  large  number  of  suffrage  societies 
in  England  that  are  all  working  for  the  same  end.  The  organ 
of  the  Union,  "Votes  for  Women,"  is  about  to  be  changed 
imm  a  monthly  to  a  weekly. 

Secretary  Root  and  Ambassador  Bryce,  on  the  14th  ult, 
signed  two  treaties  negotiated  recently  between  the  United 
States  and  Great  Britain.  One  provides  for  a  commission  to 
determine  the  boundary  between  the  United  States  and 
Canada  and  the  other  regulates  fishing  in  the  Great  Lakes 
and  contiguous  streams.  The  boundary  commission  will  be 
charged  with  the  work  of  resurveying  certain  sections  of  the 


boundary  line  and  determining  disputed  questions  in  that  con- 
nection. It  is  understood  that  the  fishery  question  also  is 
placed  in  the  hands  of  a  commission  by  the  terms  of  the  treaty. 

In  regard  to  the  establishment  of  the  new  dockyard  at 
Rosyth  on  the  east  coast  of  Great  Britain,  £3,450,000  is  to  be 
devoted, during  the  current  year  toward  the  construction  and 
equipment  of  this  strategical  point.  The  property  acquired 
aggregates  1,184.2  acres  with  285  acres  of  foreshore.  A  super- 
intendent engineer  was  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  studying 
the  various  great  dockyards  throughout  the  world  together 
with  their  equipment,  so  that  Rosyth  might  be  replete  with 
the  most  modern  appliances  and  when  completed  constitute 
the  finest  and  largest  naval  port  extant.

Speaking  generally,  strangely  enough,  people  write  and  talk 
as  if  we  were  falling  below  the  two-Power  standard  ;  the  fact 
being  that  we  possess  42  per  cent  of  the  entire  fighting  tonnage 
of  the  world,  and  that  incomparably  the  best.  Here  let  us 
once  more  insert  a  table  showing  the  naval  position  in  tons 
and  percentages  of  all  nations  at  a  glance.

In  a  useful  table  published  by  the  "Observer,"  it  is  shown 
that  we  have  increased  our  expenditure  on  the  Navy  by  over 
50  per  cent  in  the  last  ten  years,  while  the  German  increase 
is  much  greater,  or  from  (in  millions)  5.8  to  31.4  sterling. 
Yes,  but  we  still  have  a  greater  and  better  fighting  fleet  than 
the  whole  of  Europe,  as  we  show  in  our  table ;  and,  as  we  have 
said,  over  42  per  cent  of  the  fighting  power  of  the  world, 
against  11.6  per  cent  for  Germany.  Why  will  the  alarmists 
and  alarmed  (if  any  there  be)  ignore  these  crushing  figures? 
Moreover,  we  can  build  cheaper  and  faster  than  any  other 
country,  while  the  keels  of  at  least  twenty  "Dreadnoughts" 
could  be  laid  at  once  in  the  private  yards  of  the  country, 
without  taking  the  Dockyards  into  account.  The  facts  con- 
nected with  the  navies  of  the  world  are  but  little  known  to 
the  public  in  any  country ;  and  our  writers,  whether  they 
praise  or  blame,  should  at  least  supply  the  cold  facts  and 
figures. 


SOMETHING  TO  REMEMBER. 

While  roving  in  the  woods  this  summer  avoid  coming  in 
contact  with  plants  having  three  divisions  in  a  leaf,  as  this 
almost  invariably  indicates  the  plant  is  poisonous.  The  three- 
leaf  ivy  greatly  resembles  the  five-leaf,  though  the  former  is 
very  poisonous,  while  the  latter  is  perfectly  harmless,  making 
splendid  church  wall  decorations.  A  flower  with  five  stamens, 
one  pistil,  with  dull,  lurid  color  and  disagreeable  odor,  is  rank 
poison.  In  fact,  many  of  the  rank  weeds  are  poisons  in  them- 
selves, though  frequently  used  for  medicinal  purposes  as 
poison  antidotes.  The  poisonous  mushroom  has  no  antidote 
and  the  patient  usually  dies  if  not  relieved  by  the  use  of  a 
stomach  pump.  One  must  be  an  expert  in  picking  mushrooms, 
but  a  good  suggestion  is  to  reject  every  plant  having  a  bulbous 
stem  or  the  cup  standing  out  around  the  stem.  The  edible 
ones  have  straight  stems,  the  same  size  from  top  to  bottom.

NEW  ZEALANDER  REPLIES  TO  DR.  JORDAN. 

Wellington,  Xew  Zealand.  March  23,  1908. 
Editor  British  Californian :   1  have  read  with  much  interest 
the  newspaper  cuttings  which  you  sent  me,  and  also  note 
with  satisfaction  your  censure  of  Dr.   David  Starr  Jordan 
in  the  columns  of  the  "British  Californian."    The  president 
ci  Stanford  University,  like  any  other  man,  is  entitled  to  ex- 
press an  honest  opinion,  hut  it  has  always  seemed  to  me  that 
j  Dr.  Jordan's  opinions  on   British  matters  have  heen  tainted 
with  the  poison  of  hatred.    When  he  was  in  this  town.  Dr. 
Jordan  was  most  hospitably  received  by  the  Mayor  and  the 
civic  authorities;  he  was  welcomed  by  the  authorities  of  the 
Xew  Zealand  University,  and  his  opinion  asked  for  and  kindly 
received  on  matters  relating  to  higher  education.    Since  his 
visit  he  has  written  a  long  letter  to  Sir  Rohert  Stout,  the  Chief 
Justice  of  this  colony,  and  one  of  the  heads  of  the  I  niversity 
of  Xew  Zealand,  relative  to  a  lot  of  improvements  he  thinks 
it  advisable  for  us  to  adopt.    His  person  and  his  opinion  al- 
ways received  cordial  treatment  in  the  colonies,  so  that  the 
undercurrent  of  hatred  one  can  at  times  detect  does  not  show 
a  very  generous  nature.    Understand  me.  I  am  not  saving  he 
is  not  entitled  to  his  opinion — hut  I  object  to  his  prejudices. 
I  could  not  help  being  amused  at  the  statement  in  the  cutting 
you  sent  me  that  "the  sheep  raisers  get  more  for  their  stock 
in  a  year  of  drought  than  they  do  in  a  normal  year."    If  it 
were  only  so!   In  years  of  drought  the  sheep  die  by  the  hun- 
dreds of  thousands  and  in  a  big  drought  by  millions.   If  no  one 
has  grass  to  carry  sheep  (when  the  "runs"  are  like  dusty 
roads),  then  everyone  must  sell  off  what  he  cannot  feed;  the 
price  falls  to  "next  to  nothing"  and  the  sheep  die  like  flies. 
The  result  has  been  in  many  cases  that  wealthy  men  have 
sooner  or  later  gone  to  the  wall,  by  scores,  and  eventually 
found  themselves  penniless.    So  I  might  inform  Dr.  Jordan 
that  in  a  year  of  drought  stock  raisers  get  nothing  for  their 
sheep,  and  usually  mortgage  their  lands  to  buy  feed.  Having 
raised  all  the  money  possible  on  their  lands  and  spent  same  in 
feeding,  they  find  themselves  at  the  end  of  their  financial  re- 
sources.   If  the  drought  breaks  before  they  reach  the  limit  of 
their  finances,  they  soon  recover  their  lost  ground.    One  can 
almost  see  the  grass  grow  after  rain,  and  then  comes  the 
demand  for  stock  and  increased  prices.    If  the  drought  does 
not  break  before  they  reach  the  limit  of  their  finances,  they 
are  ruined  men.    If  Dr.  Jordan's  other  views  are  as  accurate 
as  the  above,  we  can  easily  afford  to  laugh  at  his  opinions  of 
things  Australian. 

Dr.  Jordan  may  honestly  think  there  is  a  lack  of  the  enter- 
prising spirit  amongst  Xew  Zealanders.     If  the  graft  and 
boodling  and  general  political  rottenness  of  which  we  have 
had  some  American  examples  lately,  is  enterprise,  then  we 
plead  guilty  to  the  lack  of  that  spirit  here.  But— we  prob- 
ably look  upon  what  is  "an  enterprising  spirit"  from  different 
view  points.    Here  is  what  we  consider  the  enterprising  spirit 
and  in  which  this  small  country  can  beat  any  American  com- 
munity Dr.  Jordan  can  name.    The  spending  in  Auckland 
harbor  of  some  hundreds  of  thousands  of  pounds  in  ferro- 
concrete wharves,  the  old  wharves  in  Auckland  being  infinitely 
superior  to  anything  San  Francisco  ever  possessed  ;  the  spend- 
ing in  Wellington  harbor  of  five  millions  of  dollars  on  new 
wharves  and  harbor  improvements — and  this  with  the  present 
wharves  almost  unequaled  in  any  port  of  the  world  for 
handling  big  steamers,  with  some  scores  of  gigantic  hydraulic 
cranes  which  lift  out  a  big  steamer's  cargo  without  noise  and 
with  the  ease  that  a  child  lifts  sand  on  the  sea  shore.  The 
owning  of  turbine  ocean  liners  is  another  evidence  that  Xew 
Zealand  lacks  the  enterprising  spirit  !    I  might  remind  Dr. 
Jordan  that  the  first  turbine  steamer  that  ever  steamed  into 
a  port  in  Western  America  was  the  fine  steamer  "Maheno." 
owned  by  the  Union  Steamship  Company  of  XTew  Zealand, 
and  sent  from  Australia  to  Vancouver.    Fancy  little  Xew  Zea- 
land giving  the  Western  Americans  their  first  view  of  a  tur- 
bine!   As  a  further  evidence  of  our  lack  of  the  enterprising 
spirit,  this  same  Union  Company  of  Xew  Zealand  has  oper- 
ated the  turbine  steamer  "Loongana"  between  Tasmania  and 
Victoria  for  some  }rears.    To  continue  evidence  on  this  line  a 
little  further,  the  same  Union  Ccmpanv  now  possesses  the 
record  speed  turbine  steamer  of  the  the  Southern  Hemisphere, 
the  steamship  "Maori:"  and  last  but  not  least  this  same  com- 
pany (a  purely  Xew  Zealand  concern)  further  shows  our  lack 
of  enterprise  by  owning  between  sixty  and  seventy  magnifi- 
cent modern  steamships. 
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Now  that  I  have  got  started  on  the  subject  of  enterprise,  I 
am  becoming  interested  as  I  think  over  our  '"lack."  Of  late 
years  the  municipalities  in  Dunedin,  Christchurch  and  Wel- 
lington have  constructed  electric  car  lines  which  give  every 
satisfaction.  I  can  ride  on  an  electric  car  from  my  private 
residence  to  the  city,  a  distance  of  nearly  two  miles,  for  2 
cents.  If  private  enterprise  owned  these  cars  I  would  cer- 
tainly pay  6  cents  for  the  privilege.  In  Auckland,  the  city 
foolishly  gave  "private  enterprise"  a  charter  for  the  electric 
cars  and  have  been  sorry  ever  since.  The  city  of  Auckland 
is  now  thinking  to  buy  out  private  enterprise;  besides  the  ex- 
pensive negotiations,  private  enterprise  will  want  thousands 
of  pounds  for  its  goodwill  which  the  city  gave  them.  So  the 
city  will  certainly  have  to  pay  heavily  for  the  rights  it  con- 
ferred. Our  "lack  of  enterprise"  in  the  past  year  caused  the 
municipality  to  buy  out  the  Wellington  Electric  Company's 
plant  and  rights,  and  now  we  have  an  electric  installation 
ecjual  to  that  of  any  city  of  its  size  in  the  world.  Our  "lack 
of  enterprise"  is  cutting  up  the  big  landed  estates  and  has 
.  settled  thousands  of  poor  people  on  the  land  ;  it  has  loaned 
millions  of  money  to  deserving  settlers  at  4  1-2  per  cent  and 
saved  many  a  man  from  the  death  bite  of  the  financial  shark. 
If  you  own  a  section,  our  Government  with  the  same  char- 
acteristic "lack  of  enterprise"  will  lend  you  money  at  4  1-2 
per  cent  to  build  a  home,  taking  as  security  the  section  and 
the  house  (and  the  house  does  not  represent  one  cent  of  your 
own  money).  You  can  pay  the  Government  back  5  per  cent 
over  twenty  years  and  the  place  is  your  own.  If  helping  the 
struggling  man  ;  if  saving  the  poor  from  oppression  by  the 
moneyed  man  ;  if  running  one  of  the  largest  and  most  successful 
steamship  companies  in  world;  if  spending  a  million  pounds 
on  one  port  when  that  port  is  already  the  best  equipped  in 
these  colonies;  if  doing  all  these  and  thousands  of  other  things 
shows  our  handful  of  people  to  be  "lacking  in  enterprise," 
then,  ye  gods!  give  us  all  the  lack  of  enterprise  possible;  fill 
up  the  measure,  press  it  down  and  let  it  overflow,  and  we  can 
still  do  with  all  the  lack  of  enterprise,  if  it  means  such  things 
as  I  have  enumerated. 

Dr.  Jordan  may  have  gone  to  bed  by  the  light  of  a  tallow 
candle;  if  so,  the  case  is  quite  exceptional,  as  practically  every 
hotel  in  the  four  large  towns  is  supplied  with  electric  light. 
Even  many  of  the  very  small  country  towns  are  lighted  by 
electricity.  Dr.  Jordan  remarks  on  the  lack  of  electricity, 
"although  there  are  all  kinds  of  waterfalls  in  the  country." 
Now,  this  subject  of  converting  water  power  into  electric 
energy  has  been  fairly  well  thrashed  out,  and  by  the  off- 
handed way  Dr.  Jordan  is  reported  to  have  said,  "there  are 
all  kinds  of  waterfalls  in  the  country"  (not  utilized  for  gener- 
ating electricity),  it  would  seem  to  give  point  to  his  remarks 
about  our  lack  of  enterprise.  Most  of  the  large  waterfalls  are 
situated  very  far  from  the  commercial  centers,  and  it  has  been 
shown  in  the  majority  of  cases  the  interest  on  the  capital 
outlay  of  harnessing  these  water  powers  and  constructing 
miles  of  line  to  convey  the  current,  would  more  than  pay  for 
the  upkeep  of  a  central  station  generating  current  from  coal. 
If  the  waterfalls  were  nearer  such  a  great  capital  outlay  would 
not  be  required  and  no  doubt  many  would  have  been  harnessed 
ere  this.  This  will  probably  enlighten  Dr.  Jordan  somewhat 
on  an  aspect  of  the  question  he  did  not  mention. 

I  have  no  comments  to  offer  on  his  remark  that  "Australia 
is  a  gray  country  whilst  America  is  filled  with  warm,  red- 
blooded  people,"  except  this,  that  Australia  is  a  land  infinitely 
ahead  of  America  in  the  even  tenor  of  its  life,  and  it  the  general 
depravity  and  corruption  and  disregard  of  law  and  the  rights 
of  others  so  evident  in  America  is  due  to  its  "warm,  red  blood," 
then  we  will  be  contented  to  remain  "gray."

BRITAIN  REDUCES  DEBT. 

A  dispatch  from  London,  dated  May  7,  states  that : 
"Asquith,  after  commenting  briefly  on  the  present  slacken- 
ing of  trade  throughout  the  world,  following  the  boom  in  1007, 
announced  that  Great  Britain's  surplus  of  1907-08  amounted 
to  $23,630,000,  which,  he  said,  would  be  largely  applied  to  the 
reduction  of  the  national  debt.  The  national  debt,  the  Premier 
said,  had  been  reduced  by  approximately  $90,000,000  during 
the  past  year.  A  further  reduction  of  about  $/5,000,000  will 
be  effected  during  the  current  year,  and  Great  Britain's  debt 
would  stand  at  the  same  figure  as  twenty  years  ago,  in  spite  of 
the  great  cost  of  the  South  African  war.   Some  other  countries, 


Asquith  said,  which  were  supposed  to  enjoy  a  happier  fiscal 
system  than  Great  Britain,  were  obliged  to 'borrow  yearly  to 
make  both  ends  meet.  It  was  not  an  unhappy  reflection  on 
British  conditions  that  in  three  years  the  country  had  been 
enabled  to  pay  off  between  $200,000,000  and  $250,000,000  of 
its  debt. 

Asquith  estimated  the  total  expenditure  for  1908-9  at  $764,- 
34.\000,  and  the  revenue  on  the  existing  basis  of  taxation  at 
$788,850,000." 


According  to  the  Statistical  Abstract  of  the  British  Empire 
tor  1905  and  1906,  the  city  that  holds  pride  of  place  after 
London  is  Bombay.  This  town,  though  the  birthplace  of 
Rudyard  Kipling,  is  chiefly  known  to  the  younger  generation 
as  occurring  in  the  refrain  of  a  comic  song,  but  a  year  or  two 
ago  it  suddenly  surpassed  Calcutta,  which  formerly  held 
second  place,  and  now  has  nearly  a  million  inhabitants.  Cal- 
cutta has  not  increased  so  rapidly,  but  is  only  27,000  behind ; 
Glasgow  comes  fourth,  with  over  a  hundred  thousand  inhabit- 
ants fewer  than  Calcutta,  and  then  come  Liverpool,  Man- 
chester and  Birmingham,  each  place  falling  100,000  below  that 
next  above  it.  Madras  comes  eighth,  and  then  the  first  of  the 
colonial  towns,  Sydney  and  Melbourne,  all  of  which  have  over 
half  a  million  inhabitants.

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THE  BRITISH  NAVAL  PROGRAMME  FOR  1903. 

Though  the  naval  appropriation  made  by  the  British  govern- 
ment for  the  year  1908  represents  a  slight  increase  upon  the 
estimate  of  last  year,  it  is  considerably  below  what  it  was  four 
years  ago,  which  marked  the  high-water  mark  in  British  naval 
production.  For  the  current  year  the  total  sum  to  be  devoted 
to  naval  purposes  is,  in  American  money,  $161,597,500,  of 
which  $37,726,010  is  to  be  expended  upon  new  construction. 
The  new  programme  which,  in  the  words  of  the  First  Lord 
of  the  Admiralty,  is  "'exceedingly  modest."  comprises  the  build- 
ing of  one  battleship  of  the  improved  "Dreadnought"  class, 
one  large  armored  cruiser,  six  fast  protected  cruisers,  sixteen 
torpedo-boat  destroyers,  and  a  number  of  submarines  to  the 
estimated  value  of  $2,500,000. 

Though  only  one  vessel  of  the  "Dreadnought"  class  is  to  be 
laid  down  during  the  present  year,  the  British  Admiralty  has 
already,  including  vessels  of  the  "Lord  Nelson"  and  "Aga- 
memnon" class,  which  coincide  with  the  all-big-gun  type  of 
warship,  nine  of  these  vessels  launched,  while  three  are  in 
course  of  construction  and  two  more  are  authorized,  making 
fourteen  units  of  this  tvpe  in  all. 

Between  April  1,  1907,  and  March  31,  1908,  twenty-six 
warships  have  been  completed  and  placed  in  commission. 
These  comprise  one  battleship  ("Lord  Nelson"),  three  armored 
cruisers,  three  torpedo-boat  destroyers  of  the  new  ocean-going 
33-knot  turbine  type,  ten  torpedo  boats  of  the  coastal  class, 
eight  submarines  and  the  repair  ship  "Cyclops."  At  the  pres- 
ent time  there  are  also  building  sixty  further  vessels — seven 
battleships,  four  armored  cruisers,  one  unarmored  cruiser,  ten 
torpedo-boat  destroyers,  twenty  torpedo  boats,  and  eighteen 
submarines. 


LATEST  IN  FIRE  ESCAPES. 

Liverpool  has  just  added  to  its  fire  equipment  an  escape 
which  is  the  first  of  its  kind,  but  is  also  the  largest  fire  escape 
in  the  world.  It  is  propelled  and  operated  by  electricity.  The 
machine  is  capable  of  dashing  off  to  a  fire  at  a  speed  of  twenty 
Allies  an  hour.  On  arrival  the  escape  is  swung  from  the  hori- 
zontal to  the  vertical  position.  A  small  electric  motor  starts 
working  and  raises  the  ladder  to  its  great  height  of  eighty- 
seven  and  a  half  feet  in  less  than  half  a  minute.  When  ex- 
tended it  will  carry  four  firemen,  with  two  lines  of  hose,  the 
men  being  situated  at  the  top  of  each  of  the  four  sections. 
Catches  lock  it  automatically  in  any  desired  position.  The 
power  is  obtained  from  a  set  of  batteries  of  eighty  cells  in  the 
rear.  The  current  from  these  batteries  for  driving  the  machine 
acts  on  electric  motors  fitted  to  the  front  wheels  :  therefore 
the  machine  is  drawn,  which  has  the  effect  of  reducing  the 
danger  of  skidding  to  a  minimum. 

Besides  the  advantage  of  its  extreme  height.  Liverpool's 
new  escape  can  be  used  as  a  water  tower  standing  on  its  own 
base.  When  the  machine  arrives  at  a  fire,  firemen  can  mount 
the  escape  to  the  very  top,  although  it  is  not  pitched  against 
the  wall.  By  means  of  the  turntable  on  the  carriage  it  is 
swung  round  in  any  direction,  and  can  be  lowered  from  a  high 
window  to  a  lower  one  for  the  saving  of  life  in  the  shortest 
time. 


Victims  of  mob  vengeance  are  often  covered  with  tar  and 
feathers,  because  of  a  custom  observed  in  the  days  of  Richard 
Coeur  de  Lion,  one  of  whose  statutes  provided  that  any  robber 
found  voyaging  with  the  Crusaders  "shall  be  first  shaved,  then 
boiling  tar  poured  upon  his  head,  and  a  cushion  of  feathers 
shook  over  it,"  after  which  the  unfortunate  one  was  put  ashore 
at  the  first  place  the  vessel  touched.  The  earliest  mention  of 
this*  form  of  punishment  was  in  1189.

New  Stories  by  Francis  Sinclair. 

There  is  surely  a  terrible  responsibility  resting  upon  the 
shoulders  of  those  who  write  books,  for  to-day  the  readers  of 
books  are  legion.  The  thinker  is  appalled  at  the  possibilities 
for  evil  when  he  looks  at  the  unceasing  issue  of  loads  upon 
loads  of  new  books,  for  he  knows  "If  the  serpent  bite  before 
it  is  charmed,  then  there  is  no  advantage  in  the  charmer."  It 
is  with  pleasure,  therefore,  we  welcome  Mr.  Sinclair's  latest 
work,  for  its  author  is  a  wise  man  of  "gracious  words." 

"Under  North  Star  and  Southern  Cross"  is  a  book  at  once 
true  and  fascinating,  yet  dressed  in  the  mantle  of  intelligent 
construction.  We  have  perused  its  seven  stories.  Each  story 
stands  out  fair  and  distinct,  perfect  as  a  picture  of  nature 
when  the  sunlight  falls  upon  its  various  colors  and  blends 
them  into  loveliness.  Some  are  pastoral,  some  are  gloomily 
tragic.  Whether  the  light  falls  on  the  frozen  mvsteries  of  the 
long  polar  day  where  the  "Haunted  Ship"  lies  silent,  grim  and 
ghost-like  in  an  eternal  embrace  of  immaculate  purity;  on  the 
mystical  beauty  of  tropic  isles  where  dreams  of  Celestial  glory 
are  almost  realized ;  on  the  shores  and  waters  of  beautiful 
Gairloch ;  or  on  the  "Lost  Oasis  of  El  Darag,"  each  is  a 
mosaic  finished  and  complete. 

Though  Mr.  Sinclair  is  a  Scotsman,  and  the  love  of  Scotland 
is  deeply  rooted  in  his  heart,  yet  he  is  a  true  citizen  of  the 
world.  "Margarita  of  Grizzly  Canyon"  is  a  story  of  Cali- 
fornia. The  staging  is  in  the  vicinity  of  Angels,  Table  Moun- 
tain and  the  Mariposa  big  trees.  Anybody  would  imagine 
from  the  realistic  prelude  about  Kearny  street,  the  Cliff  House 
and  "my  friends  the  sea  lions,  the  restaurant  on  top  of  the  Call 
Building,"  etc.,  that  Mr.  Sinclair  was  lounging  about  his  own 
metropolis.  "Faithful  Unto  Death"  is  the  story  of  David  and 
Jonathan  over  again,  but  instead  of  the  sunny  skies  and  the 
flower-decked  fields  of  Palestine  we  are  taken  to  the  far  North, 
to  those  ghostly  regions  where  the  deathly  stillness  in  Nature 
gradually  takes  possession  of  men. 

In  these  days  of  matrimonial  "shassaying"  and  change  of 
partners,  when  even  the  comic  press  of  the  countrv  pleads  for 
a  permanent  papa,  "Irene  Middleton"  and  Luke  Pendarell  re- 
mind us  of  the  typical  lovers  of  the  beautiful  "Auld  Lang 
Syne."  In  the  "Lost  Oasis  of  El  Darag"  it  caused  us  no  sur- 
prise to  learn  that  Sheik  "Madonale"  had  studied  medicine  at 
the  University  of  Edinburgh  when  his  name  was  Macdonald, 
for  we  personally  know  more  than  one  Scotch  laddy  who 
climbed  to  the  top.  when  he  got  hold  of  the  ladder,  whether  it 
was  in  Montreal,  Calcutta  or  Algiers. 

The  interesting  septet  of  stories  closes  with  the  "Historv  of 
the  Knight,  Sir  Conrad  Delamere."  in  the  year  of  grace  1098— 
as  told  by  Ezra  Ben-ammi  to  Mr.  Sinclair  in  the  sacred  city 
of  Jerusalem.  The  story  was  learned  by  the  deciphering  of  an 
ancient  MS.  (which  I!en-ammi  hat'  purchased)  and  is  beau- 
tifully told.  F.  F.

A  ROYAL  ISLAND. 

Barton  Manor,  the  King's  residence  on  the  Osborne  estate, 
is  being  rapidly  transformed  into  one  of  the  most  charming 
retreats  in  the  Isle  of  Wight.  The  improvements  are  now 
practically  completed  and  the  place  ready  for  the  reception  of 
the  royal  visitors.  The  sloping  greensward  surrounding  the 
ornamental  lake,  with  its  winding  footpaths  and  rustic  summer 
houses  and  boat  house,  add  materially  to  the  picturesqueness 
of  the  scene.  During  the  last  few  weeks  hundreds  of  trees  and 
shrubs  have  been  planted. 

The  Isle  of  Wight  has  been  a  favorite  haunt  of  British  sover- 
eigns ever  since  the  faraway  days,  when,  it  is  said,  Ethelred  the 
Unready  spent  a  holiday  there  with  his  queen  nearly  nine  centu- 
ries ago.  Queen  Victoria  fell  in  love  with  the  beautiful  island, 
when,  as  a  girl  of  14,  she  spent  a  few  delightful  weeks,  in  com- 
pany with  her  mother,  at  Norris  Castle,  near  East  Cowes,  and 
many  of  her  happiest  days  were  spent  at  Osborne  House,  her 
"dearest  Albert's  own  creation,  own  work,  own  building,  own 
laying  out."  George  IV  in  his  regency  days — as  also  his  brother, 
later  William  IV — made  many  a  trip  on  the  Royal  George  from 
his  beloved  Brighton  to  Cowes,  where  like  King  Edward,  he  was 
an  enthusiastic  spectator  of  the  yacht  racing.  James  II  frequently 
ran  over  to  the  island  from  Portsmouth,  and  was  loud  in  his 
praises ;  Charles  II  held  high  revels  in  it  with  his  boon  compan- 
ions, and  once  found  the  island  a  most  hospitable  one  to  be 
wrecked  on.  Charles  I  first  visited  it  as  a  boy  of  9  on  a  hunting 
trip  with  his  father;  Henry  VIII  loved  it — and  so  on  through  the 
long  line  of  our  Kings  to  the  distant  days  of  Canute,  who  spent 
more  than  one  delightful  holiday  across  the  Solent. 


FROM  DEATH  TO  LIFE. 

M.  de  Larmandie,  a  member  of  the  French  Authors'  Society, 
declares  that  three  doctors  of  his  acquaintance  succeeded  re- 
cently in  bringing  the  dead  body  of  a  young  girl  to  life.  The 
girl  died  in  a  hospital,  and  had  been  dead  for  three  hours.  The 
doctors  affirm  that  she  was  dead.  They  brought  the  body  to 
a  semblance  of  life  and  made  it  speak. 

According  to  M.  de  Larmandie  this  is  what  the  dead  girl 
said:  "I  fell  asleep  last  night  at  the  hospital  in  a  very  weak 
condition.  The  priest  had  given  me  absolution,  and  as  I  fell 
asleep  I  felt  that  I  was  dying.  Gradually  I  seemed  to  waken 
slightly,  and  I  felt  bitterly  cold.  My  mind  seemed  first  to  get 
away  into  a  far-off  corner  of  my  brain,  and  then  to  get  away 
from  my  body.  I  saw  my  body  lying  pale  and  inert,  and  al- 
though I  had  left  it  I  knew  that  it  was  icy  cold.  Then  I  heard 
something  like  the  sound  of  a  distant  organ.  Suddenly  some- 
thing broke  my  mind  away  from  my  body.    It  was  like  an 


infinitesimal  electric  spark.  1  cannot  describe  it.  Then  my 
body  became  the  battlefield  of  an  army  of  monsters  who  were 
fighting  for  it." 

M.  de  Larmandie  says  that  the  girl  was  in  such  a  state  of 
excitement  when  she  was  wakened  that  the  doctors  gave  her 
morphia  to  calm  her.  They  gave  her  too  much,  and  she  died 
a  second  time. 


FACTS  WORTH  KNOWING. 

Nearly  nine-tenths  of  the  world's  asbestos  supply  is  mined 
in  Canada.  The  mines  about  Quebec  produce  60,000  tons  a 
year. 

Wire  hairpins  were  first  manufactured  in  England  in  1545. 
Before  that  time  the  hair  was  held  in  place  by  fine  wooden 
skewers. 

The  term  "filthy  lucre"  originated  in  Scotland,  and  referred 
in  the  first  place  to  the  well-worn  £  1  notes  of  the  country. 

"Won't"  is  a  contraction  of  "wol  not"  and  the  only  form  in 
which  "wol"  for  "will"  still  survives. 

A  basket  of  roses,  made  completely  of  butter,  basket  and 
all,  is  being  exhibited  through  England  by  the  government 
of  Victoria,  one  of  the  states  in  Australia,  to  remind  the 
mother  country  of  her  great  agricultural  wealth. 

In  days  gone  by  a  town  or  warships  fired  off  their  guns  on 
the  approach  of  important  and  friendly  strangers  to  show  that 
they  had  such  faith  in  the  visitors'  peaceful  intentions  that 
they  didn't  think  it  necessary  to  keep  their  pieces  of  ordnance 
loaded.    This  was  the  origin  of  the  present  salute. 

The  roaring  well  on  the  farm  of  Charles  Lathers,  northeast 
of  Beloit,  Wis.,  which  acted  strangely  just  previous  to  the 
San  Francisco  earthquake,  displayed  signs  of  activity  just 
before  the  recent  Mexican  earthquake.  A  roaring  noise  and 
wind  came  from  the  mouth  of  the  well  during  the  days  just 
previous  to  both  catastrophes. 

Miss  Katherine  Dare  of  London  is  the  first  woman  in  Eu- 
rope, if  not  in  the  world,  to  follow  the  precarious  occupation 
of  deep-sea  diving.  She  has  been  unusually  successful  in  her 
chosen  calling,  and  was  recently  the  guest  of  honor  at  a 
banquet  tendered  by  her  employers,  after  a  particularly  clever 
piece  of  work. 

Oldham,  seven  miles  from  the  Town  Hall  of  Manchester, 
England,  is  noted  as  the  greatest  cotton  spinning  place  in  the 
world.  It  has  nearly  200  mills,  containing  15,000,000  spindles. 
These  factories  give  employment  to  37,500  persons,  whose 
annual  wages  amount  to  £3.000,000.  Oldham  is  also  a  great 
town  for  the  production  of  textile  machinery,  one  such  shop 
employing  about  3,000  machinists  and  another  nearly  2,000. 

Physicians  place  at  the  head  of  prescriptions  the  letter  R 
with  a  line  through  the  tail,  because  the  letter  represents  the 
Latin  word  "recipe,"  the  imperative  of  which  means  "take," 
and  the  little  dart  (originally  a  thunderbolt)  is  the  symbol 
of  Jove  or  the  Latin  god  Jupiter,  which  invests  the  writer 
with  authority.  The  sign,  therefore,  means.  "By  my  authority, 
take  this,"  but  properly  translated  is,  "By  Jupiter,  take  this." 

A  copy  of  the  Kilmarnock  edition  of  Burns  was  sold  in 
Sotheby's  Rooms,  London,  on  the  30th  ult,  bringing  £210. 
It  is  explained  that,  while  the  copy  was  otherwise  in  a  fair 
condition,  its  pages  had  been  cut  down  by  something  like  an 
inch  each  wav,  a  circumstance  which  largely  decreases  the 
value  of  a  Kilmarnock  Burns  in  the  eyes  of  wealthy  collectors 
of  Burnsiana. 

Fireflies  of  Jamaica  emit  so  brilliant  a  light  that  a  dozen 
of  them,  inclosed  within  an  inverted  tumbler,  will  enable  a 
person  to  read  or  write  at  night  without  the  least  difficulty. 
These  flies  are  in  size  as  large  as  a  common  hive  bee  and  per- 
fectly harmless.

Individually  I 
could  name  several,  more  especially  among  our 
Canadian,  Australian  and  Scotch  brethren,  but 
collectively  there  is  a  sort  of  doubt  as  to  Its 
success. 

I  think  the  time  is  now  ripe,  and  a  notice  in 
your  paper  will  doubtless  produce  good  results. 
I  may  mention  that  the  Victoria  Hospital  As- 
sociation is  now  in  a  position  to  announce  that 
the  building  is  only  a  matter  of  detail,  having 
already  the  land  in  its  possession  for  that  end.

A  BILLION. 

The  following  remarkable  calculation  on  the 
length  of  time  which  it  would  take  a  person  to 
count  a  billion  appeared  in  the  English  Mathe- 
matician: What  is  a  billion?  The  reply  is 
simple.  In  England  a  billion  is  a  million  times 
a  million.  This  is  quickly  written  and  quicker 
still  pronounced,  but  no  man  is  able  to  count  it. 
You  will  count  160  or  170  a  minute,  but  let  us 
suppose  that  you  go  up  as  high  as  200  a  minute, 
hour  after  hour.  At  that  rate  you  would  count 
12,000  an  hour,  28S.000  a  day,  or  105,120,100  in 
a  year.  Let  us  suppose  now  that  Adam,  at  the 
beginning  of  his  existence,  had  begun  to  count, 
had  continued  to  do  so  and  was  counting  still. 
Had  such  a  thing  been  possible  he  would  not 
yet  have  finished  the  task  of  counting  a  billion. 
To  count  a  billion  would  require  a  person  to 
count  200  a  minute  for  a  period  of  9,512  years, 
542  days,  5  hours,  20  minutes,  provided  that  he 
should  count  continuously.  But  suppose  we 
allow  the  counter  twelve  hours  daily  for  rest, 
eating  and  sleeping.  Then  he  would  need  18.- 
025  years,  319  days,  10  hours,  45  minutes  in 
which  to  complete  the  task.

city.  Mrs.  Lapidge  has  generously  donated  the 
site,  the  Association  has  already  some  $7,000 
in  hand,  and  it  should  be  the  pleasure,  as  it 
clearly  is  the  duty,  of  the  British  societies  and 
the  British  people  in  general  to  meet  together 
and  formulate  plans  to  push  the  work  ahead. 
Let  us,  for  a  change,  quit  talking  and  do  some- 
thing.

Some  of  our  esteemed  subscribers  seem  to 
think  that  we  are  joking,  or  are  misinformed, 
in  the  matter  of  the  new  postal  regulation  gov- 
erning renewal  of  subscriptions,  to  which  we 
referred  in  a  late  issue.  For  their  benefit  we 
will  quote  such  of  section  3  as  applies  to  a 
monthly,  as  follows: 

"A  reasonable  time  will  be  allowed  publish- 
ers to  secure  renewals  of  subscriptions,  but  un- 
less subscriptions  are  expressly  renewed  after 
the  term  for  which  they  are  paid,  within  the 
following  periods:  ******** 
Monthlies,  within  four  months;  *  *  *  * 
*  *  *  *  they  shall  not  be  counted  in  the 
legitimate  list  of  subscribers,  and  copies  mailed 
on  account  thereof  shall  not  be  accepted  for 
mailing  at  the  second-class  postage  rate." 

This  seems  at  first  sight  like  an  unwarranted 
interference  by  the  Government  in  the  business 
affairs  of  publishers,  but  it  must  be  noted  that 
the  Department  does  not  deny  or  question  the 
right  of  publishers  to  extend  credit.  The  Post- 
office  Department  merely  rules  that  the  delin- 
quent is  not  a  legitimate  subscriber  in  the 
meaning  of  the  law,  and  therefore  not  entitled 
to  have  papers  mailed  to  him  at  the  low 
second-class  rate  which  publishers  are  granted 
for  the  benefit  of  the  reading  public. 

The  publisher,  of  course,  can  continue  to  mail 
his  paper  to  the  delinquent  if  he  so  chooses, 
but  he  must  pay  the  higher  rate  of  postage 
demanded  for  ordinary  printed  matter — which 
in  our  case  would  be  six  or  seven  times  as 
much,  and  altogether  impossible  at  the  present 
subscription  price. 

The  purpose  of  the  law  is  good,  and  the 
measure  has  become  necessary  in  order  to 
check  a  growing  evil  which  has  caused  heavy 
deficits  in  the  Postal  Department  for  some 
years.  The  mails  are  flooded  with  fake  pub- 
lications which  are  sent  free,  or  practically 
free,  in  the  interest  of  advertising  concerns, 
who,  instead  of  issuing  catalogues  and  paying 
the  legal  postage  on  same,  masquerade  as 
newspapers  or  magazines  in  order  to  get  the 
lower  rate  of  postage.  It  is  to  put  a  stop  to 
this  abuse  that  the  Department  now  requires 
publications  availing  themselves  of  the  second- 
class  privilege  to  charge  a  proper  subscription 
price  and  to  collect  the  subscription  within  the 
time  prescribed.

We  trust  our  readers  will  keep  an  eye  on 
British  legislation.  \\  hatever  the  workers  of 
England  get  now  we  shall  get  later  on.  They 
have  had  parcels  post  for  thirty  years,  we  shall 
get  it  some  day.  They  have  had  postoffice  sav- 
ings banks  for  nearly  fifty  years.  That  is  some- 
thing else  we  are  going  to  have  here,  when  the 
banking  interests  permit  it.  They  have  had 
government  telegraph  wires,  and  so  they  escape 
the  grip  of  the  telegraph  trust,  which  at  present 
has  this  country  by  the  throat.  In  a  European 
postoffice  you  can  send  a  telegram  for  a  few 
cents  which  would  cost  you  here  half  a  dollar. 

Over  there  these  public  utilities  are  owned  by 
the  government,  and  telephone  service  can  be 
secured  for  less  than  one-half  of  what  we  pay 
for  it.  The  grip  of  the  telephone  monopoly  in 
some  of  our  large  cities  is  a  scandal  and  a 
crime,  especially  in  New  York. — "Home  Life,"

NELSON'S  GAVEL  FOB  EVANS, 

San  Francisco  papers  recently  contained  the 
following  dispatch: 

OCEAN  PARK.  April  23. — The  fleet  auto- 
mobile parade  was  halted  at  Santa  Monica  long 
enough  for  Mayor  Dudley  to  present  to  Ad- 
miral Thomas,  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Santa 
Monica,  the  historic  bronze  gavel  that  was  the 
property  of  Lord  Nelson  on  the  flagship  Vic- 
tory of  the  British  navy,  when  he  was  in  com- 
mand of  the  victorious,  forces  at  the  battle  of 
Trafalgar.  Through  Admiral  Thomas  the  gavel 
will  find  its  way  to  Admiral  Evans,  for  whom 
it  was  intended. 

According  to  the  story  transcribed  on  vellum 
and  accompanying  the  gavel,  the  relic  was 
taken  many  years  ago  from  an  English  battle- 
ship anchored  off  Yarmouth  by  an  old  sailor. 
The  gavel  was  given  by  the  sailor  to  a  wander- 
ing gypsy,  who,  in  turn,  after  long  years,  gave 
it  to  C.  F.  Pettus  of  Santa  Monica,  who  was 
then  a  resident  of  Cambridge.  England.  The 
gavel  gives  every  indication  of  age  and  ap- 
parently is  genuine.  It  is  In  the  form  of  the 
imperial  lion,  and  when  recovered  from  the 
wandering  gypsy  was  being  used  as  a  tack 
hammer.  Plainly  and  deeply  engraved  beneath 
the  lion  are  the  words  "Horatio  Nelson,  Vic- 
tory."
